On November 30, 1942, the City Council 
authorized the exchange of the two above 
mentioned properties, the descriptions of 
which you have on file. The Mill Street 
property was not on the 1942 tax roll for 
the reason that title was in the City; how- 
ever the Saginaw Street property was on 
the 1942 tax roll because it was in the 
name of Rikerd Lumber Company and 
Rikerd paid the July, 1942, taxes. How- 
ever, since the transaction was consum- 
mated before December 1, 1942, there is a 
tax outstanding against the Saginaw Street 
property. 


The proper steps should be taken to place 
the Mill Street property on the tax roll 
and to remove that portion of the Saginaw 
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Street property owned by Rikerd Lumber 
Company which was transferred to the 
City of Lansing.

that arrangements be made forthwith to 
place a suitable sign in such park indicat- 
ing the name thereof, which sign may be 
of suitable painted or carved wood con- 
struction inasmuch as under present con- 
ditions it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
procure an appropriate metal sign or 
bronze tablet, and that a suitable dedica- 
os of such park as “REUTTER PARK” 
e had.
